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STOCKS  OF  LEAF  TOBACCO  OWNED  BY  DEALERS  AND  MANUFACTURERS  l/  2/ 

Total  stocks  of  leaf  tobacco  lower  than  a  year  ago. 

Leaf  tobacco  Inventories  in  the  United  States  and  Puerto  Rico  totaled 
h,  771  million  pounds  as  of  October  1,  19&9*  on  the  basis  of  the  quarterly 
stocks  reports  of  dealers  and  manufacturers.  This  was  a  decline  of  166 
million  pounds  and  the  lowest  October  level  since  1962.  Growers  marketed 
around  830  million  pounds  during  the  third  quarter,  mostly  flue -cured. 


The  marketing  year  for  all  kinds  of  tobacco  except  flue-cured  and 
cigar  wrapper  is  on  an  October-September  basis.  The  indicated  total 
combined  disappearance  (exports  plus  domestic  consumption)  for  all  U.S. 
types  during  the  1968-69  marketing  year  was.,l,_9oJ±  million,  pounds  compared 
with  2,036  million  the  previous  year.   Domestic  manufacturers  used 
approximately  258  million  pounds  of  imported  tobacco  during  the  past  fiscal 
year  -  -I78  million  pounds  of  cigarette  leaf  and  80  million  of  cigar. 
This  was  a  small  total  decline  from  the  previous  fiscal  year  when  190 
million  pounds  of  cigarette  leaf  were  used  but  only  73  million  of  cigar. 
Exports  of  U.S.  leaf  during  the  1968-69  marketing  year  totaled  623 
million  pounds  compared  with  6kQ   in  1967-68. 

Stocks  as  of  October  1,  1969  included  1,153.3  million  pounds  of  leaf 
tobacco  under  Government  loans.  These  loan  stocks  were  divided  as  follows: 
Flue -cured,  78I.O  million  pounds;  bur ley,  3kQ.8   million;  fire -cured,  13.5 
million;  dark  air-cured,  15.0  million,  and  cigar  leaf,  3»0  million. 


l/  Figures  quoted  for  type  totals  in  this  summary  are  the  farm-sales -weight 
equivalent  of  reported  stocks.

Stocks  of  flue -cured  tobacco  on  October  1,  1969  were  2, 493  million 
pounds  compared  with  2,628  reported  a  year  ago.  Marketing  of  the  1969  crop, 
currently  estimated  at  1,058  million  pounds,  began  in  July  and  by  the  end 
of  September  812  million  pounds  had  been  sold. 

Burley  stocks  of  1, 316  million  pounds  were  8  million  pounds  below 
October  1,  1968.  Total  disappearance  during  the  past  marketing  year 
amounted  to  571  million  pounds.  With  exports  of  55  million  pounds  domestic 
consumption  would  be  516  million  pounds. 


Stocks  of  Maryland  tobacco  this  October  were  75 '2  million  pounds,  a 
decline  of  16.8  million  pounds  from  last  year.  Disappearance  during  the 
1968-69  marketing  year  was  around  49  million  pounds.  Exports  were  10.4 
million  pounds  indicating  a  domestic  usage  of  almost  39  million  pounds. 


Foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  stocks  (mostly  Oriental), 
were  423.0  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  20  million  pounds. 


DARK  TOBACCO  STOCKS 
Fire-cured  continues  decline;  air-cured  increases 

Fire -cured  tobacco  stocks,  reported  as  82.5  million  pounds,  were  8.0 
million  smaller  than  a  year  ago.  All  three  types  showed  declines.   Stocks 
on  October  1  were  divided  as  follows:  Virginia,  9-9  million;  Eastern  District 
Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  58.9  million;  and  Western  District,  13*7  million 
pounds.   Disappearance  of  fire -cured  during  the  1968-69  marketing  year 
totaled  46.5  million  pounds,  a  decline  of  5*5  million  pounds  due  to  smaller 
exports . 

Dark  air- cured  stocks  on  this  October  1,  were  reported  at  62.9  million 
pounds,  a  small  increase  from  last  year.  Virginia  and  Green  River  were  lower 
but  One  Sucker  holdings  jumped  2.2  million.   Individual  totals  this  quarter 
were:  One  Sueker,  38.6  million;  Green  River,  20.4  million;  and  Virginia  sun- 
cured,  3'8  million  pounds.  Disapperance  of  dark  air-cured  tobacco  during  the 
1968-69  marketing  year  was  18.5  million  pounds,  a  small  decline  from  last 
year. 
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Domestic  cigar  leaf  stocks  much  lover 
Foreign-grown  leaf  gains 


Cigar-leaf  stocks  of  all  domestic  types,  including  Puerto  Rican, 
totaled  217.4  million  pounds  on  October  1,  I969--25.5  million  below  the 
figure  reported  a  year  earlier.   Stocks  of  foreign-grown  leaf  were 

96.1  million  pounds  compared  with  90 . 9  million  last  year. 

Combined  stocks  of  the  cigar-filler  types  at  l4l.8  million  pounds 
were  14.2  million  below  last  October  1.   Declines  were  reported  in  all 
types  but  Puerto  Rico  was  the  heaviest  loss.  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf 
stocks  this  October  1,  were  105-1  million  pounds;  Ohio  Filler  10. 9  million; 
and  Puerto  Rican  filler,  25-8  million  pounds.  Disappearance  of  the  filler 
types  during  the  past  marketing  year  totaled  63.5  million  pounds-  -a  small 
decline  from  1967-68. 

Cigar -binder  stocks  were  k$.2   million  pounds  on  October  1,  19&9*  a 
drop  of  10.8  million  from  the  previous  year.  All  types  showed  declines 
but  Northern  Wisconsin  accounted  for  most  of  the  loss.   Connecticut 
Valley  Broadleaf  stocks  this  October  1,  were  6.2  million  pounds;  Connecti- 
cut Valley  Havana  Seed,  2.7  million;  Southern  Wisconsin,  19.6  million; 
and  Northern  Wisconsin,  20.7  million  pounds.   Disappearance  of  the  cigar- 
binder  types  totaled  27. 7  million  pounds,  a  gain  of  2.4  million  over  the 
previous  year. 

Shade -grown  leaf  stocks  were  26.3  million  pounds  compared  with  27-0 
million  a  year  ago.  Connecticut  Valley  stocks  were  14.9  million  and  those 
of  Georgia  -  Florida,  11 A  million  pounds. 

Stocks  of  Cuban  tobacco  were  reported  at  1.4  million  pounds down 

0.8  million  from  a  year  ago.  Holdings  of  Philippine  Islands  leaf  were 

40.2  million — up  4.6  million;  Indonesia,  3-0  million;  Brazil,  8.0  million; 
Columbia,  11.2  million;  Dominican  Republic,  10.0  million;  Paraguay,  8.1 
million;  Mexico,  4.4  million;  and  other  foreign-grown,  9*7  million  pounds. 


Stocks  represented  in  tobacco  sheet  at  new  high 


Stocks  of  leaf  represented  in  inventories  of  "tobacco  sheet"  totaled 
30.5  million  pounds  (reporting  weight)  compared  with  22.5  million  on  the 
previous  October  1.  Of  the  total  in  "sheet"  28.4  million  pounds  were  for 
use  in  cigarettes  and  smoking  tobacco,  and  2.1  million  for  cigar  binder 
and  wrapper.
